Governor Waite of Colorado removed 


t TO members of the Denver Police and 
Fire Board for alleged malfeasance of 
office. 
Among the specific charges- 


againet the Board 
were protecting 


gambling and disreputable bouses 
from prosecution for violating the 
laws. He appointed two new members- 
of the Board, one a Republican and 
the other a Populist, and ordered the 
old members to vacate their officer. 
T jia they refused to do. The Mayor 
o? Denver took sides w'th the Gover- 
nor and the Sheriff took the part of 
110 deposed Commissioners. A clash 
of authority was the result and the 
police force and the Sheriff's officers 
were arrayed on one side and the 
militia on the other. When bloodshed 
soetned imminent the Governor called 
on the President for Federal troops 
aad they were dispatched from Fort 
Logan to Denver and placed under 
command of General McCook, whose 
headquarters are in that city. The de- 
posed members c" !' 9 Board procured 
from the District Ouart an injunction 
restraining 
Governor Waite 
from 


forcibly removing the^i. This order, 
it appears, was disregarded by the Gov- 
ernor, who wanted to leave the whole 
matter to the Supremo Court. This- 
the deposed Commissioners would not 
consent to do and force was resorted 
to by one side to install the new Com- 
missioners and by the other to prevent 
the removal of the old Commissioners. 
The police force of the city, armed to 
the teeth, were mustered by the old 
Board in the City Hall, and were rein- 
forced by several hundred of the tough- 
est characters in Denver, who were 
swora as deputies by the Sheriff. "In 
front of the Ha'l were several com- 
panies of the State militia with gatlin^ 
guns trained on the building, prepared 
to enforce the Governor's orders. At 
this stage wise counsel prevailed and 
the Governor called for Fsderal troops 
to maintain order. 


At this distance from the scene and 


with the 
information attainable it 


seems as if the question of removing 
the old Board was one of law rather 
than of force. Had the Courts decided 
the Governor's acVion to be legal, then 
he would be justified in resorting to 
force to remove the Commissioners*. 
There is, however, according to report, 
u political ring in Denver which will 
resort to any means to maintain its 
hold on the city government. The re- 
moval of two of the Police Commis- 
sioners would weaken its grasp, hence 
the refusal to turn over the otBces to 
the Governor or submit tho matter to 
the Supreme Court until life and prop- 
erty were endangered.

another column. It gives a striking 
example of that beautiful Demo-Re-

Ouly a short time ago -when the 


"Immaculate Ten" appeared upon the 
stage at the Opera House here to en- 
lighten the benighted silver men of 
Washoe county on the political situa- 
tion and tell them that the only hope 
of securing silver remonetization wap 
through the success of a party that has 
been invariably opposed to it aad still 
continaes to be its most implacable 
ensmy, a Justice of the Supreme Court 
was among the number. He came with 
the others to inform the people judi- 
cially that there was no necessity for a 
third party. He had no use for one, as 
he was perfectly satisfied with the old 
parties. Now the reason why he has 
no use for a new party is made clear in 
the communication from the Capital. 
He holds two positions—that of Justice 
o' the Supreme Court and Federal 
m ill carrier—and probably -fears that 
his chare of the spoils might be dimin- 
ished if the silver men are in the 
ascendancy. As the offices .ue more 
important to him than the remonetiza- 
tion of silver or the price of firm pro- 
ducts, he, patriotically of course, 
issues u 
Culmination against 
the 


wicked Silver men and advises the peo- 
ple to adhere to the Wall street combi- 
nation. 


During the first administration of 


President Cleveland " offensive parti- 
sanship" was a crime unpardonable. 
Federal officials were prohibited under 
penalty 
of instantaneous dismissal 


from participating in political conven- 
tions or making themselves conspicu- 
ous in partisan gatherings. Then the 
Wall street combination was not so 
firmly cemented us it is now. Under 
tbe present 
articles of agreement 


" offensive partisanism " has been per- 
mitted to fall into " innocuous uesue- 
tuede" and Republicans ean be as 
offensive as they please, so long as 
their representatives in Congress vote 
to sustain the financial policy of the 
Administration. 


It does seem, however, other things 


being equal, that preference for posi- 
tions in Federal offices should be given 
to respectable young women who have 
to depend upon their own exertions 
for earning a living. 


TOE NEXT CONCEESS. 


A Washington special to the New 


York Pott says the third party will 
hold the balance of power in the next 
Senate. A political statistician who 
has been examining - the field with 
great care and absolute impartiality 
reaches tbe conclusion, after granting 
the Republicans every seat that can 
possibly go to them in the next Senate, 
that the Republicans and Democrats 
will be practically tied, and the Popu- 
hsts will hold the balance of power. 
Cn the event of tbe Democrats succeed- 
ing in every contest for legislative ma- 
jorities next fall where Senators are to 
be elected they will retain a alight 
majority over all in the Senate, but 
•such success is improbable. 


Of course it is humiliating to tbe 


Post, which is an uncompromising gold- 
bug paper, to have to admit that the 
new party will hold the balance of 
power in the Senate, but it will cause 
general rejoicing throughout the coun- 
try as it insures the new party recog- 
aition in the Senate and its members 
positions on important committees. 


It is very probable, too, though no 


£oldbng is expected to admit it, that 
the Populists will hold the balance of 
power in the next House of Represen- 
tatives. There is general dissatisfac- 
tion throughout the country and it 
will make itself manifest at the polls 
in the ensuing elections. Republicans 
and Democrats have been tried at 
Washington within a few years and 
both found wanting. The masses of 
the people are in open rebellion against 
tho Wall Street Combine, and look to a 
new party for the relief which the old 
parties will not give them. They see 
this combine determined to sustain the 
gold standard and if possible make 
money scarcer, so that the Govern- 
ment will have to issue bonds, and 
they have made up their minds to 
sever their connection with the old 
parties for the welfare of the country. 
In Nevada and throughout the mining 
States the people thoroughly under- 
stand the situation and they are being 
educated in the agricultural States of 
the West and South, and it may rea- 
sonably be expected that they will 
elect enough members to the next 
House of Representatives to hold the 
balance of power.

man Woodburn doesn't enthuse with 
Carson and Reno Republicans. He 
has become thoroughly disgusted with 
that class of politicians vho howled 
themselves hoarse in the last campaign

other side. Mr. Woodburn refuses to 
be caught twice in the same trap by 
those political harpers whose political 
princ'ples are in their pockets."

Kenneth F. R. Sutherland, the Grave-; 


send Justice of the Peace, who was on 
Monday found guilty of oppression in 
connection with the November .elec- 
tions, did not appear yesterday for I 
sentence. A bench warrant was issued 
for his arrest and his bondsmen noti- 
fied that he must be produced by Mon- 
day. 
It is believed that he has fled. 


The situation at Denver baa quieted 


down considerably and the controversy 
bstween Governor Waite and the old 
police boara will be settled by the Su 
preme Court. Leading citizens, how- 
ever, have petitioned the delegation in 
Congress asking them to see that the 
United States troops be kppt there as 
it is feared a bloody riot will ensue if 
they are removed. 


The Silver Seigniorage bill, which 


passed tbe Senate Wednesday, will not 
go to the President until Monday. 
The Senate not being iu session again 
this week the Vice-President cannot 
sign it until that body meets again on 
Monday. It was, however, presented 
to Speaker Crisp yesterday and re- 
ceived his signature.

LONG BANGE FOBSO4STS. 


A perfect system of long i-ange 


weather forecasts is much to be desired, 
and eventually will be reached. There 
is not another attainable object that 
will add to the general comfort and 
welfare of the human race. To know 
with certainty the future rainfall, tem- 
perature and dangerous storms of flood 
and wind would revolutionize all the 
industries of the world and abolish 
half its miseries. We are certainly 
progressing toward these grand and 
ever to be desired results. Probably 
the greatest success yet attained in 
these weather bulletins is in the fore- 
casts of warm waves and cool waves. 
Hundreds of letters from manufac- 
turers, merchants, shippers, farmers, 
etc., in all parts of the United States 
attest the great advantage to them in 
the information contained in these 
bulletins as to the changes from cool 
to warm and warm to cool, and all will 
testify that 90 per cent, of the forecasts 
in reference to these changes are veri- 
fied. Leaving out all the other fore- 
casts, their accuracy in this respect is 
well worth all that is claimed for the 
long range forecasts. At least 75 per 
cent, of the cold wave forecasts are 
verified. The most severe storm, cold 
wave and blizzard of the past winter 
were foretold in bulletin of January 
27th, in which the location and general 
details were given more than two weeks 
in advance. 


Another feature of very great im- 


portance is to know when the cold and 
warm winters will come. This has been 
a great puzzle, a deep hidden secret of 
nature, apparently past finding out. 
In this the long range forecasts have 
met with some reverses, but recent 
discoveries explain the past of cold 
and warm winters and greater accuracy 
may be expected in the future. 


THE PUZZLE. 


Rainfall is the great puzzle. 
Its 


causes are not all known and it will be 
the last to yield up the secret. Some 
important discoveries as to precipita- 
tion have certainly been made. There 
are tides in our atmosphere which cause 
the rainfall to ascend to higher eleva- 
tions than at others. 


Twenty years ago the country lying 


within 200 miles east of the Rocky 
Mountains and extending from the 
British possessions on the north to the 
Gulf of Mexico, was a desert, just as 
the geographers called it. From that 
time to 1890, with vaiious fluctuations. 
the rainfall gradually increased, be- 
cause the depth—not the weight—of 
the earth's atmosphere was increasing 
and the moisture was gradually floated 
to higher and higher elevations. The 
cause of this is known and such 
changes may be foretold with a con- 
siderable degree of accuracy. 


By calculating from similar causes 


we may know when to expect general 
excess of rains in the great valleys and 
on that side of great mountain ranges 
adjacent to the oceans. But when it 
comes down to details for limited loca- 
tions we have not advanced far enough 
to avoid occasional errors. 


NO HOPE FROM THE GOVERNMENT. 


At the present time there is no hope 


of any assistance from the general 
government in developing long range 
forecasts, and the system must be 
worked out by private enterprise, aided 
by the public press. The Weather 
Bureau at Washington, through its 
professor of meteorology, F. H. Bige- 
low, has laid down a basis for long 
range forecasts, but upon that basis it 
has not the courage to make a single 
long range forecast. 


Indications are that the government 


weather bureau will be merely a re- 
corder of weather events and thus 
furnishing useful information to those 
who study the causes of weather 
changes, that the causes of weather 
changes will be studied out and the 
valuable forecasts made by private 
enterprise and furnished to the public 
through enterprising periodicals that 
are able to pay the individual for his 
work. Salaried officials seldom make 
discoveries- or inventions. There is no 
incentive for them to reach out beyond 
mere routine work. 


Prcf. Falb of Vienna, Russia, is suc- 


cessfully forecasting earthquakes. The 
basis of his calculations is exactly 
the same as one of the causes of im- 
portant weather changes. His calcula- 
tions are based on the position of the 
moon relative to the earth and my suc- 
cessful forecast of the great February 
blizzard was based on the same cause. 


There are many minds at work on 


these problems and we are ueare* 
their solution than the public has ever 
thought possible.

did only paternal duty in thus assist- 
ing his daughter in the performance of 
the onerous dutiea devolving on an as- 
sistant postmaster or mistress. 


Now, sir, I hare this much to say on 


the above subject. We have in our 
community deserving, well educated 
young ladies who by force of family 
circumstances are desirous of earning 
their owii livelihood and assist! Jg in the 
home expenditures, and it does seem 
strange that the daughter of a Supreme 
Judge, capable though she may be, 
whose father has for nearly six years 
drawn $6,000 per annum from the State 
Treasury, should be permitted to oc- 
cupy a Governmental position to the 
exclusion of just as competent ladies of 
the poorer class; but the crowning 
feature of the anomaly is that the 
Supreme Judge of a State should not 
only permit the occupancy of the posi- 
tion, but in his superabundant love act 
as subordinate in the delivery office 
but also as postman.

identified the man by scara on the face 
and neck. 


The prisoner gave his name as Frank 


Revada, and did not deny that he had 
committed fie crime. He said a scar 
on his forehead was received while pro- 
tecting his brother from an infuriated 
Indian, and getting the worst of the 
undertaking, was under the necessity 
of "killing his man." Revada treats 
the matter as cooly as if it were a 
trifling affair, and during a recital of 
the story of the crime appeared wholly 
indifferent as to the result.
